WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—A sharp rebuke to those 
alleged “friends” of the CIO who try to stab it in the back 
by Red-baiting is contained in the current issue of the 
CIO News, official CIO publication. It appears under the 
signature of Len De Caux, national publicity director of 
the CIO, and though it mentions no names, it is obviously 
directed at such people as Benjamin Stolberg, who is now 
publishing a series of poison pen articles in the Scripps- 
Howard press. : 

De Caux’s article appears in his weekly column, 
“Looking Forward,” which is regularly reprinted in dozens 
of labor papers throughout the country. The article ex- 
presses the views of authoritative CIO quarters, where 
Stolberg’s articles are regarded as an underhanded attack 
on the CIO and progressive unionism and not primarily 
on the Communist Party. 

The progressive trade union leaders I have spoken to 
here are wise to Stolberg. 3 

One nationally known leader commented that Stolberg 
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had to praise Lewis or else sacrifice all claims to being a a 


friend of the CIO. But it is regarded as significant that 
Stolberg deprecates John Brophy, Sidney Hillman and 
other CIO- leaders, while he praises David Dubinsky, presi- 
dent of the International Ladies Garment Workers Union, 
and others who have failed to support consistently the 
progressive policies of the CIO, which have given new in- 
spiration and drive to the American trade union move- 


ment. 
NOT TAKEN IN 


CIO leaders were not taken in by the Stolberg articles. 
They know that his twelve poisoned darts are aimed at 
the entire structure of the powerful CIO movement. 

They read with interest and understanding the edi- 
torial in the Scripps-Howard papers which said that the 
Stolberg series would have contained nothing new had it 
been written by an official of the N. A. M., and that its 
“value” resulted from the fact that it had been written by 
a “left-wing plus.“ N 

The typical comment of CIO leaders was that Stol- 
berg’s articles are part of the same reactionary red-baiting 
barrage to which this great progressive trade union move- 
ment has been subjected from its inception.

Though he has been a contributor to The Nation, it is 
reliably reported here that articles similar to those he is 
publishing in the Scripps-Howard press were indignantly 
turned down by The Nation.

Kerrl Demands Reform 
—Calls Encyclical 
Intolerable 


BERLIN, Jan. 14 (UP). — Nazi | 
Church Minister Hans Kerr! tonight 
demanded a reform of Christian | 
churches, denounced the “meddling | 
politics” of some of them and de- 
clared that the encyclicals of Pope | 
Pius criticizing the Nazi Third | 
Reich were “intolerable.” | 

He addressed an adult education 
group in Lessing Academy. | 

I believe that churches must un- 
dergo a great transformation,” he 
said. “It is obvious that after 2,000 
years, the same tendencies cannot 
survive. The nation marches on. 

“Destiny knocks on the door of 
the church. One day when the na- 
tion has marched to new horizons, 
church members who did not heed 
the call will sit where they deserve 
to sit.

enemy hires a demagogue to shout distracting nonsense 
into your face, while alleged friends slip up behind to jab 
poisoned pens into you—to innoculate you they claim, 
against the bogeys created by the demagogue. 

“That, at any rate, has been the experience of the 
C10. 

“In face of the severest opposition, it has succeeded 
beyond all expectation in the job to which it set its hand 
—namely to organize the unorganized into unions. 

“So the enemies of union organization, finding their 
bludgeonings of no avail, have brought into play against 
it every known device of lying demagoguery and propa- 
ganda. 

BLASTS HAGUE 

“Anyone who heard the ravings of Mayor Hague and 
his associates, as broadcast from their recent anti-CI0 
meeting, must have been amazed that human intelligence 
could suffer such assaults. 

“With fantastic irrevelancy, hot words were bellowed 
into space about Communism, atheism and a dozen other 
subjects that had nothing in the world to do with the 
issue of unionism and labor’s rights. 

“Even had the words been strung together in such 
a way as to make sense, their meaning would have been 
the opposite of the truth. 

“But Hague cared not a jot that nearly every one of 
his jumbled assertions was demonstrably incorrect. His 
only concern was to shout certain emotion-creating words 
like Communism loudly and frequently enough to deafen 
ears that might otherwise be reached by words of reason 
and common sense. 


THE REPORTERS SAID “NUTS” 


“Against such blustering balderdash, a logical defense 
is like arguing with the insane. About the only appropri- 
ate comment is that of the outraged reporter who rose 
and shouted, ‘Nuts.’ 


“But the Hagues are comparatively simple folk to 
deal with. The catch-cries about Communism with which 
they seek to cover their anti-union aims and rotten politics 
are as transparent as cellophane. 

“Papers which value their circulation among people 
who can read and write are laying off the cruder forms 
of red-scare propaganda since their experience with it in 
the anti-Roosevelt campaign. | 

“Politicians who find in it their only issue are also 
going down to defeat with monotonous regularity. 


POISON PENMEN 


“But thé tactic of bogey-creating to divert attention 
from and, if possible, to disrupt union organizations, has 
not been abandoned. 

“The job has simply been turned over to those subtler 
folk who can sidle up to labor with a smile of support and 
a poison-pen stilletto. 

“Any professing radical or liberal can now find a pub- 
lisher if he-will-‘diseover’ other radicals in the C. I. O., and 
make a menace out of them. Unlike the older, cruder red- 
seare artists, he will even be encouraged to give some fac- 
tual camouflage to his distorted emphasis. 


“This presents a golden opportunity to the radical fae- 


tionalists who hate opposing factions more than they love 
the cause they profess to serve. ö 


TACTICS OF A HITLER 


“There have always been radicals of every brand, as 
well as conservatives of all kinds, in labor unions. There 
are fully as many of them in A. F. of L. unions as in those 
of the C. .O. They are created not by labor but by em- 
ployers who impose conditions that cause revolt. 

“To direct constant attention to such minorities, in an 
effort to emphasize or create disruptive factionalism, is no 
whit different from the anti-Semitic tactics of a Hitler. 

“The same tactic of diverting attention from real is- 
sues by over-emphasizing false ones has been repeatedly 
used by reaction in creating a mythical ‘Jewish conspiracy’ 
or ‘Catholic menace.’

Dodd resigned his Berlin post Dec. 
7 after four years in the German 
capital. He made no secret of his 
antipathy for Hitler and Nazi-ism 
and was persona non grata in high 
Nazi circles. His speech last night, 
however, was his first public expo- 
sition of his reasons for resigning. 


Although the German Embassy 
withheld comment it was indicated 
that Dieckoff decided to protest in- 
formally and vigorously without 
awaiting instructions from Berlin. 
When his predecessor, Dr. Hans 
Luther, quit last fall, it was under- 
stood that a contributory cause was 
his failure to act promptly when 
Hitler was displeased. 

Dodd's speech was at a testimo- 
nial dinner given in his honor. He 
later spoke at a peace and de- 
mocracy rally spgnsored by the 
Joint Boycott Council of thé Amer- 
ican Jewish Congress and the Jew- 
ish Labor Committee. 

He traced the ascendancy of 
Chancellor Hitler, saying “he came 
into power after the style of Mus- 
solini, charging that Communism 
had been overthrown.” He added 
that Hitler’s power, “shared by 
Goering of Prussia, and Goebbels, 
of the Rhine Zone, was and now is 
more absolute than any medieval 
German emperor ever had seen.” 

He cited Germany's anti-Semitic | 
campaign and said “all the world | 
knows how he (Hitler) denied re- 
ligious, personal and press freedom, 
how universities and schools were | 
put under party control and how, 


almost as many opponents were 


killed in five years as Charles II | 
had executed 20 years of the Seven- 
teenth Century.”

Organized Hooliganism 


In the Senate 


Not in many years has the Senate wit- 
nessed anything as disgraceful as the pres- 
ent filibustering action of the 13 reactionary 
Southern Senators trying to block the Anti- 
Lynching Bill. 

Here is a handful of vengeful protectors 
of the “state’s right” to lynching setting 
themselves up against the majority of 73 
Senators who are already committed to the 
Bill, 

Here is the outrageous spectacle of an 
organized minority clique blocking the entire 
work of the Senate, deliberately blocking a 
vote on a bill which they know they cannot 
defeat on the floor. The Southern meaction- 
aries admit that if the bill goes on to the 
floor it will be overwhelmingly approved.

That’s 
the worst of a columnist’s job, he is so busy writing about things that 
he rarely has time to see them. So, Harvard, the occupant of this 
Red Ivory Tower sends you his apologies! 1 ‘ 

Look at the record, to quote a buddy of Herr Hooten: and it is a 
record! “To give but a few examples,” says one protesting letter, “the 
seven Harvard students who went to Spain to fight-with the Loyalists, 
two of whom have lost their lives; the young fellow who went to 
work in one of the largest and most important steel mills in the coun- 
try, and did such splendid organizing work that he was elected presi- 
dent of his lodge, and also was elected to the National Executive Com- 
mittee of the Young Communist League! 

“The Harvard Student Union has over 200 members, and sent 20 
delegates to the recent student congress at Vassar, where, as you know, 
Robert Lane of Harvard was elected the chairman of the American 
Student Union. You also don't realize that there are many progres- 
sive younger instructors at Harvard, as well as professors in the Teach- 
ers’ Union. To name a few, Dr. Walter Cannon, head of the Spanish 
Medical Aid Bureau, and J. Raymond Walsh, whose recent book on the 
C. I. O. certainly outweighs anything Hocten has written in importance, 
though it hasn't gotten the same publicity. Also, have you forgotten 
that Harvard is the birthplace/of that splendid magazine of Marxist 
theory, ‘Science and Society’? 

“There is a very flourishing Young Communist League on the Mar- 
vard compus, training scores of fine young leaders, who go out each 
year und do splendid work in various progressive fields. True, the 
bourgeois salesmen control the place, but there is also that healthy 
revolutionary minority that William James was so proud of. The tem- 
per of the college is changing in general, Ten years ago it was a rarity 
te find working class youth at Harvard; today, the liberal system of 
scholarships has brought them here, and they think and act differently 
from the Gold Coast boys. Take it all back, you renegade son of 
Harvard!” 

Yes, yes, sure I take it all back, for it’s a different victure than 
the one found im the publicity. Our newspapers just don’t tell us 
the real news! 

Speaking of the recent student congress, I wonder how many 
people realize what a sericus defeat Norman Thomas suffered there. 
For ten years or more Thomas has concentrated on speaking to stu- 
dents. He has visited almost every American campus. He enjoyed 
the widest popularity any radical leader ever had among students. 
I have been present at Thomas’ meetings at the University of North 
Carolina, Stanford and other colleges where thousands pouréd out to 
hear him, and never was there such devotion and respect for a leader. 

At the recent Student Congress Thomas could not, even with the 
help of the Trotzkyite allies present, defeat the resolution to make 
America a positive force for peace, based on aid to the victims of ag- 
gression and on embargoes on aggressors. (Incidentally, this change 
in program was based largely on proposals of the Harvard delegation, 
I understand.) Thomas claims to be a red, red, a r-revolutionist, but 
on this occasion he fought for the Oxford pledge, a measure that comes 
straight from the Fellowship of Réconciliation. The students want 
peace; but they knew better than Thomas that abstract pacifism is not 
going to hold back the fascists from making war on democracy. 

Thomas was beaten by 3 to 1. The moral of which to me is: that 
a popular leader can't put over a program that goes against the 
intelligent rank-and-file. The students have 
mature than their old orator, Norman Thomas.
